As the winter advances, and the longer darknefs of the evenings gives more time for in-door amufe- 
ment before it is bed-time. Music (whicli had been difregarded during fummer) refumes her fway. 
Holiday-making at the fea-fide, or by excurfion trains, has come to an end, and the fcattered member? of 
praftifing Vocal and Orcheftral Societies re-organize their meetings with frelh appetite from the recefs. 

The natural fequence is to afk what has Mr. Alfred Novello been providing for us ? The fliort 
anfwer would be to refer, for the details of Vocal and Orcheftral Parts, to the No. 3 Catalogue, which 
can be had for the aiking, or it will be fent poft-free to any addrefs for two poftage ftamps. But 
(omitting publications only in progrefs, which can be fpoken of hereafter,) a few later works may be 
inftanced, which are quite ready for ufe. There is Mr. H. H. Pierfon's. Oratorio "Jerusalem," which 
was produced at Norwich laft year, and has fince been performed with fuccefs in London, at Exeter 
Hall : and there are the two Oratorios by Mr. Jackfon, of Mafliam, — " The Deliverance of Israel," 
and " Isaiah," both very popular, and often repeated in the North, altliough the London folk have yet 
to hear them, becaufe London Direftors helitate to rilk new mufic compofed by a native author. The 
Deliverance of Ifrael has pafled the ordeal of large audiences in moft of the Yorkfhire and Lancafhire 
towns, and often with three and four repetitions in the fame place. Ifaiah is to be done on a large 
fcale at the new St. George's Hall, in Bradford, on the 7th November. The Vocal and Orcheftral 
Parts of thefe are ready. 

The Oratorios by the Chevalier Neukomm, " Mount Sinai" and " David," have fuiFered negledl 
for years, perhaps principally from their former Publifliers giving little attention to that kind of mulic ; 
they are now publilhed at the London Sacred Mufic Warehoufe, and one of the iirft fteps has been to get 
the Parts into a praftical form. David formerly commenced with a Hymn for four choirs, or fixteen 
voices, which feared modeft Societies from making further acquaintance with the work. The Hymn 
has pafled through the hands of the Compofer, who has condenfed all the features of the compofitiou 
into eight parts for two choirs. The Vocal Parts of the whole Oratorio have been re-engraved, and, 
as it contains much popular mufic both folo and choral, there is every probability that it will now take 
its proper place in public favor ; arrangements are in progrefs for its performance on one or more 
occafions during the coming London feafon. ■ Handel's Deborah may be included amongft the available 
novelties, as the Scores, 8vo. and folio, and all the Parts, are now completed. Vocal Parts to Haydn's 
Third or Imperial Mass in D, with EngUJh words adapted from the Pfalms by R. G. Loraine, Efq. 
have been juft completed ; it had previoufly been only printed in 8vo. fcore. Thefe MalTes or Services 
make a pleafant variety, in a programme, from the Oratorio ftyle. Beethoven's in C, Mozart's Ttaelftb, 
and Hayd;i's, juft mentioned, are all in an available form, the Parts being complete for each. 

For Societies with moderate means, a new facility is offered in the reprint, in a diftindt 8vo. form, 
of every Chorus in Handel's Solomon, Ifrael in Egypt, Mtjftah, Sam/on, Judas Maccabieus, Jephtha, 
Te Deum, Zadock the Prieft, Jojhua, Deborah, Ode to St. Cecilia's Day, Alexander's Feafl, and Acis 
and Galatea ; Haydn's Creation and Third Mafs ; Mendelssohn's St. Paul, Hymn of Praife, and 
As the Hart pants ,• Beethoven's Mafs in C j and Mozart's Twelfth Mafs and Motetts. Each Chorus 
is priced i|d., 3d., 4^d., or 6d. ; and, for thofe perfons who prefer to fing from Scores, the feries of 
8vo. Chorufes prefent cheap material for forming a library ; the fize is limilar to the Glee-Hive and 
Mufical Times ; and as any Number of thefe can be had diftinftly, each Society may make a coUeftion, 
felefted precifely to their tafte and means.

It appears worthy 
the confideration of Societies feeking for novelties. 

A very interefting refource for Societies where the vocal ftrength is much greater than in the 
orcheftral portion, will be found in the Choral Anthems and Services of the Englifti Cathedral School, 
— the fource whence Handel derived thofe infpirations which have done moft to immortalize his name. 
Conftant additions are being made to the already long lift to be found in the No. 2 Catalogue. A judi- 
cious conduftor will have little difficulty in felefting a programme, placing the authors chronologically, 
and thus adding hiftorical intereft, by Ihowing the progrefs of the art. The Hiftory of Mufic, by Sir 
John Hawkins, will form an efficient help in carrying out the latter fcheme ; it is now complete in two 
volumes, fcarlet cloth, 35s., or with an optional third volume of Portraits, i6s. extra. 

This circular has been purpofely confined to pointing out works ready for Choral Societies' imme- 
diate ufe, and therefore fuch works as Ferdinand Killer's 125 th Pfalm, produced at Duffeldorf laft May, 
are not included, becaufe only the Pianoforte Score is ready — the Parts are ftill to be engraved. Should 
the Circular now offered prove ufeful, it is intended each month to iffue fimilar indications of what has 
been done, or is doing. In the meantime, Mufical Societies in England or America are invited to 
fupply their wants at the London Sacred Music Warehouse, becaufe it can be truly faid that in no 
other eftablilhment has fo much attention been direfted to this peculiar clafs of publication ; and orders
